$1000 in the Second National Rank of 
Hamilton, Ohio, on a Rushville, Ind., 
b ank which turned up b ad,. 
“ Cassidy agreed fo b uy Mr. Fitton’s 
residence for $8000 and- John Greis- 
m er’s residence on'East Dayton street 
for $13,000. 
“ He also started a cement b usinesso 
oil South Fourth street JJP ol ice Clerk 
Clements today took Cassidy’s Bertil- 
lion measurement. 
The man is alleg­ 
ed to b e wanted at Leb anon, Ind. 
He 
is 27 years old, well dressed and a 
smooth talker.” 
Marshal Craige yesterday afternoon 
received'» “telephone message from the 
Hamilton Police Chief, asking him 
concerning the man “ Cassidy.” Mar 
shal Craige was unab le to give him 
much information except that he is 
prob ab ly a man wanted at Leb anon, 
Ind.

Craige a description of the man. 
He 
said he was ab out thirty years old, 
weighed 130 pounds, was five feet six 
inches tall and wore a light mustache.

Na hville. Ind., May 23.—The La­ 
dies’ Church Auxiliary has succeeded 
in ridding Washington township,Brown 
county, of one of its “b lind tiger” sa­ 
loons. and is now preparing to “clean 
out” another in Nashville. 
This city 
has not had a licensed saloon for eight 
years past, b ut liquor is sold here re­ 
gardless of law, day and night, and 
the temperance people are kept b usy 
circulating remonstrances. 
Joseph W. Rob inson, who had b een 
operating a “b lind tiger” saloon at 
Belmont for several months, has pack­ 
ed his household goods and moved 
himself and family to Illinois. He had 
pub lished his notice of application for 
a license to retail liquors at Belmont 
and his application was to come b efore 
the county commissioners at their 
June term. 
A remonstrance, however, had b een 
signed b y a majority of the voters of 
Washington township. 
Besides, it is 
said, the last grand jury indicted Rob ­ 
inson for violating the liquor law and 
that he “got wind” of the doub le trou­ 
b le and fled. Rob inson had b een b ring­ 
ing liquor to Nashville and selling it 
secretly.

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The thirty-second annual reunion 
of the “ Old Missouri Harmony Sing­

Anderson. Ind., May 23.—To have j 
their homes and premises connected 
with the municipal electric light plant 
in this city is the proposition that sev­ 
eral farmers have made to the city 
council. 
The first petition for such 
service was from a numb er of farmers* 
living four miles northeast of this city. 
They propose to interest farmers b e­ 
tween their homes and the city in or­ 
der to reduce the cost of the service. 
Mayor Forkner and memb ers of the 
council look favorab ly on the farmers’ 
proposition, for since the electric light 
plant has b een enlarged it has a sur­ 
plus of power, and this surplus can 
b e converted into money. The cost of 
running wires to the rural districts 
will not b e heavy, as the farmers have 
agreed to furnish the poles. 
With 
electric light for their homes and 
b arns and also small motors to drive 
machinery, farmers will soon b e en­ 
joying some of the modern utilities 
and conveniences of cities.

Firm but Say They Will Keep

Black List. 


Chicago. May 23.—After a confer­ 
ence lasting lor thro# hoars, represen­ 
tatives of the teamsters’ union and the 
employers declare that the prosnects 
for the settlement of the strike are ex­ 
cellent and that the end of the troub le 
may b e looked for at any time within 
the next forty-eight hours. The stumb ­ 
ling b lock fti the negotiations is the 
declaration b y the express companies 
that none of their striking drivers will 
b e taken b ack under any conditions. 
A11 other terms sub mitted b y the em­ 
ployers to the strikers have b een ac­ 
cepted. The managers of the express 
companies declare that while they will 
re-empk>y none of their drivers, they 
have no intention of keeping a b lack 
list, and there will b e uo ob jection tc 
any driver who secures a positiou with 
some express company other than the 
one b y w'hieh he was employed at the 
time he strsiek. He would b e given a 
position, it was asserted, if a vacancy 
existed at the time of his application. 
This phase of the strike was the only 
matter discussed at the last confer­ 
ence, and in the opinion of all present 
it opened a way for a settlement and 
the negotiations will b e continued. 
President Shea of the teamsters said 
after leaving the conference that he 
considered the chances good for the 
settlement of the strike, and Attorney 
Mayer for the employers expressed 
similar views. 
Despite this move 
for peace, the 
lumb ermen’s association is preparing 
for an extension of the strike. 
At a 
meeting of this organization it was 
decided that all teamsters employed 
b y the sixty-five firms comixxtng the 
association, would compel their driv­ 
ers to make deliveries of consignments 
to strikeb ound houses. 
Twelve of 
these firms have enforced the order, 
and b etween 200 and 300 of the drivers 
quit work.

Paris. May 23.—Much attention is 
given here to Vice Admiral RjJestven- 
sky’s prob ab le passage Into the Pacific 
north of the island of Luzon, and sug­ 
gestions are made that the reported 
intentions of the Russians to rendez­ 
vous at the island of Bab uyan will give 
the American authorities in the Phil 1 
ippines the same difficulties in pre i 
serving remote points against the in-1 
cursions of Admiral Rojestvensky that 
the French authorities experienced in 
the waters of Indo-China. 
One naval 
expert lengthny points out that the in 
format*on b rought b y various steam 
ers to Chinese ports confirms the pre­ 
vious view i*.at Rojestvensky is skirt­ 
ing the north of the Philippines into 
the Pacific. 
It is maintained that the 
strategic ob ject thus accomplished is 
avoiding Japanese torpedo attacks and 
the mines in the straits of Formosa 
and the sub sequent concentration of 
the Japanese fleet In the straits of 
Korea, leaving Rojestvensky free to 
make a long detour and reach Vladi­ 
vostok through one of the northern 
straits of Japan. However, it is point 
ed out that the presence of the 
Rub 
sian fleet north of 
the Philippine« 
places the Russians only a few b un 
dred miles from the Japanese tinvs- 
b ase at Kel-ng. in the northern pan o 
the island of Formosa, and that a fittb t 
s still possib le b efore the detour com­ 
mences.

county, the news was herahled ab road 
that the company was on Easy street, 
having its own complete well drilling 
outfit b ought, paid for and on the 
ground. 
The report comes now from 
apparently authentic 
sources that a 
note for $400 for unpaid b alance on the 
drilling outfit, secured b y chattel m ort­ 
gage will fall due June 1. 
It 
is claimed b y the 
parties at 
Buenva Vista that this 
knowledge 
came as 
a great 
surprise. 
J. M. 
O’Connell who left here for Muneie, 
Saturday morning, intimated that the 
other memb ers of the company had 
comb ined to crowd him out of the 
company now that success was almost 
in sight, b ut they had managed so 
b adly that the company ha» l no money 
for operating expenses. 
'A rumor, given for what it is worth, 
is that the invisib le b and of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company is pulling the strings 
to 
demoralize the 
local company.

Kelly went trom I^ewisp ort to W ait­ 
man and fou nd Shaw sitting on his 
front p orch. 
Shaw qu ickly barricaded 
him self in bis hou se. 
The p osse tried 
to storm the hou se, bu t the negro 
op ened fire, wou nding Jam es Ford and 
John Robinson. 
He ap p arently had 
only small shot, which saved the lives 
of those he shot at. 
Shaw was shot 
at twice. 
He had two revolvers, bu t 
annou nced th at he wou ld save them 
for work at close qu arters. 
A great 
crowd 
gathered 
arou nd 
the 
hou se, 
keep ing at a safe distance. 
Will C. 
Brown, a dep u ty sheriff of Hancock 
cou nty, volu nteered to go to the hou se 
and take Shaw. 
W hen within fifteen 
feet of Shaw the crazy man fired, blow­ 
ing Brown’s head com p letely off.

mob of men and boys then su ronifllled 
Shaw ’s hou se and set it 011 fire. 
Shaw 
rem ained in the bu rning hou se as long 
as he cou ld stand the heat, and finally 
leap ed ou t and tried to escap e

ly a hu ndred s h o t s 
were fired and 
Shaw ’s body was riddled with bu llets.

Alfred Lyttleton. secretary of state 
for the colonies, was p u t u p to rep ly 
to the Liberal leader, bu t the m em bers 
of the op p osition shou ted down his ev­ 
ery attem p t to sp eak, even after the 
p rem ier had dem anded a hearing for 
the secretary. 
Finally the sp eaker, 
afte r he had exhau sted every effort 
to qu ell the tu rbu lence, p u t into force 
for the first tim e a new ru le em p ow­ 
ering him to adjou rn the hou se in the 
cases of great disorder. 
The debate was m arked by scenes of 
the wildest disorder. 
The Liberal 
leader dem anded a p lain answ er from 
Prem ier Balfou r, and Alfred L yttel­ 
ton. secretary of state for the colonies, 
rose to rep ly. 
The m em bers of the 
op p osition drowned the efforts of the 
secretary with cries of “ Balfou r. Bal­ 
fou r.” after continu ing for abou t ten 
minu tes. 
Mr 
Lyttelton 
sat 
down 
W inston Chu rchill then attem p ted to 
sp eak, bu t the m inisterialists drowned 
his efforts, the N ationalists joining in 
the din and shou ting for the p olice. 
After a nu m ber of m em bers had fail­ 
ed to secu re a hearing, the p rem ier 
rose to a p oint of order and a tem ­ 
p orary lu ll followed. 
Mr. Balfou r said 
he thou ght It highly im p rop er that 
he shou ld be im m ediately exp ected to 
follow the leader of the op p osition. 
He said he had never before known 
the op p osition to refu se to hear a m in­ 
ister. and he Insisted that the hou se 
shou ld hear S ecretary L yttelton, as 
otherw ise the dignity of tho hou se 
cou ld not be m aintained. 
Mr. L yttel­ 
ton again made an attem p t to sp eak, 
bu t the u p roar was resu m ed. 
Finally 
the sp eaker said it was obviou s that 
the scene cou ld not continu e and he 
wou ld therefore adjou rn the hou se u n­ 
der the ru le em p ow ering the sp eaker 
to take su ch action in cases of grave 
disorder. 
The sp eaker had been u n­ 
able to secu re even a sem blance of or­ 
der after howls and cou nter howds last­ 
ing over an hou r. 
The action of the sp eaker and the 
scenes in the hou se created a trem en­ 
dou s sensation In the lobbies, which 
were crowded with m em bers discu ss­ 
ing every p hase of the evening’s oc­ 
cu rrences. which were declared to be 
u np recedented.

were 
filled with p eer» and other distingu ish­ 
ed p ersons who gathered In the hop e 
of hearing an interesting debate on 
the fiscal qu estion. 
They took p art in 
the cries for th eir favorites, thu s add­ 
ing to the din. and afterw ard joined 
the excited crowds in the lobbies. 
The Liberal leaders afterw ard held 
a conference and considered that a 
vote of censu fe on Prem ier Balfou r 
will he moVed by Sir Henry’ Camp bell- 
Bannerm an. 


Presbyterians 
Vote to

Cu m berland Chu rch. 
W inona, Ind.. May 23.—The Cu m­ 
berland P resbyterian chu rch was vot­ 
ed into the general assem bly here, 
amid a storm of ap p lau se, w ithou t a 
sp eech and withou t a dissenting vote. 
It was the final action of the Presby­ 
terian chu rch on one of the greatest 
qu estions th at has come before it 
s.nee the civil war.

tion and u nion; that it have p ower to 
confer with a com m ittee from the 
Cu m berland chu rch; that It find what 
details mu st be worked ou t to con­ 
su m m ate the u nion, and that a rep ort 
be m ade to the general assem bly next 
year. 
This com m ittee is to consider the 
corp orate and legal rights of both gen­ 
eral assem blies, and it is u nderstood 
the new m em bers of the com m ittee 
will be the best law yers in the P res­ 
byterian chu rch. 
The p u rp ose is to 
keep the consolidation 
w ithin legal 
lim its, that all civil su its and inju nc­ 
tions may be avoided. 
The rep ort 
was accep ted as a whole and in detail 
w ithou t a hint of op p osition. 
The 
com m ittee is to make a rep ort on some 
other affairs, inctu ding consolidation 
with the reform ed chu rch. 
The general assem bly also voted to 
nam e a sp ecial com m ittee to arrange 
for the celebration of the 200th anni­ 
versary in May next year of the first 
p resbytery formed in Philadelp hia. 
It 
is u nderstood the celebration will be 
held in Philadelp hia in connection with 
the genera] assem bly. 
D isregarding 
traditions, a strong elem ent In the gen­ 
eral assem bly Is endeavoring to sou nd 
the death knell of hymns, and it Is 
believed that when the order of ritu al 
comes u p for discu ssion Friday a fight 
will be m ade to have the chu rch re­ 
tu rn to p salms. 


A Difference of Op inion.
